Shanghai Rail 
Cut; 8 Armies 
Said Wiped Out 


Shanghai, May 2 (censored) —(/P) 


—Traffic was reported suspended 
today on the last railway escape 
from Communist-menaced 
Shang- 
hai to South China. 


Inside 
the 
city, 
the 
chaotic 
money market crashed 
at mid- 
day, after garrison 
headquarters 
outlawed free trading in prewar 
silver dollars on threat of death — 
obviously a measure of great des- 
peration. 


The Red radio last night 
said 
eight Chinese government 
armies 
were "wiped out" and parts of 
four other armies "routed" in the 
Naaking-Shanghai-Hangchow area. 
(A Chinese arm yis usually 20,- 
000 men.) The Red 
broadcast's 
claim of a "great victory" was not 
confirmed by government 
sources. 


The semi-qfficial Chinese Cen- 
tral News agency said rail service 
had been suspended between Hang- 
chow and Nanchang. Hangchow is 
a seaport, resort city and commu-

Failure Reason 
for Lifting 
Blockade 


Washington, May 2 — (UP) — 


Government foreign 
affairs 
ex- 
perts expressed the belief 
today 
that Russia wants to call off the 
Berlin blockade merely because it 
is a failure and not because of any 
desire to promote peace. 


They said the success of the air- 


lift and the west's counter-block- 
ade has convinced the Soviets that 
their own blockade is costing them 
morethan it's worth. 


These experts, whose job is to 


analyze Moscow's confusing dip- 
lomatic strategy, warned that the 
lifting of the blockade "would not 
mean that 
the 
Kremlin 
Wants 
peace." 


"The 
Russians 
are 
realists," 
said one official. "They will dis- 
card any plan that is not success- 
ful. 
But in the act of discarding 
it, they will attempt to bain polit- 
ical advantage."

opoly o£ the spruce mils in the 
Great Lakes States, Canada, Nor- 
|way, Sweden, Finland and Kussia) 
.. The Lufkin plant cost 21) million 
dollars. It has a capacity of 100,00 
•tons a year, the output being worth 
$38,000 a day. It employes 670 per- 
sons directly, but affords a cash 
income to hundreds more— far- 
mers who supply it with cordwood 
from miles around. Trie mill takes 
600 cords a day, and keeps a stock- 
pile of 6,000 cords in the yards. 
Speaking of the Lufkin mill, a 
Southern 
Newspaper Publishers 
association bulletin says: 
"A similar plant is Hearing com- 
pletion in Alaoama. These 
mills 
promise to break the near-mono- 
poly of the Canadian producers. 
They offer hope for raising cash 
income and standards of living in 
the pine belts that cover much of 
the South." 
Which is a far cry from 
that

of nine Ueorgia dailies which liad 
successfully tested the first batch 
of pine newsprint pulp that 
the 
late Dr. Herty had made in a little 
laboraory a Savannah, Ga..

Robert A. Lovett was called be- 
fore the senate foreign relations 
committee to testify on the Atlan- 
tic Pact and the corollary arms 
program. At the same time, Mc-

"watch-dog" committee on foreign 
aid was to hear from Maj. Gen. 
Claire Chennault 
whose 
"Flying 
Tigers" wrote a brilliant chapter 
in the Far East Phase of World 
War II. 


McCarran said he will support 


both the Atlantic Treaty and the 
projected billion-dollar plan to arm 
the free nations abroad. 
"But I'm at a loss," ho said, 


"to understand in connection with 
this new security program for Eu- 
rope why we let the march of 
communism go on at our door- 
step in Asia. We spend billions in 
Europe and refuse to send a rea- 
sonable sum against the greatest 
march the Communists have over 
made—in China." 


If Communist control is extended 
through South 
China, 
McCarran 
said. "I don't see how we can hold 
the Philmpines and Japan." 


"They'll infiltrate into the Phil- 


ippines and with a big percentage 
of Communists in Japanese trade 
unions they'll h;ive no trouble in 
taking control there."
